The verdict of acquittal for Paul 


Harris on the first ballot in the cir- 
cuit court late yesterday is said to be 
the first instance of its kind in the 
history of the local court in many 
years. Many Rush county men today 
recalled the fact that it was not with- 
in their memory when a case, either 
criminal or civil, had 
been decided 


finally on the first ballot. 


"I have sat on a number of juries 


in this court," remarked a Rushville 
man last night, "but have yet to see 
the time when the jury reached a con- 
clusion either for or against a de- 
fendant .on the "first ballot. 
And a 


jury does not often agree so quickly, 
either." 


Just one hour elapsed from 
the 


time the jury marched into its room 
at the back of the court room to de- 
cide the fate of Paul Harris until it 
marched back into the 
court room 


with the words written on a small 
sheet 
of 
paper 
which 
were 
to 


seal the future ,,f Paul Harris. 


The jury in reality was n,.i mure 


than a half hour in reaching a ver- 
dict. 
But one ballot was necessary 


to acquit Pan! Harris of the ehartre 
of murdering his mother, which was 
preferred by the grand jury indict- 
ment. 


It required ai lea-i a half hour for 


the court to be prepared fur the re- 
turn of the jury's finding. People who 
were in the court room 
constantly 


from the time the jury went out until 
it returned a verdict say it was nor 
more than a half hour from iiie time 
the jury received the case until the 
foreman, Cassias King of Anderson 
township, rapped on the door and an- 
nounced the jury had reached a ver- 
dict. 


Xew hope appeared on the faces 


of relatives, friends and sympathiz- 
ers with Paul Harris when the an- 
nouncement was made that the jury 
had arrived at a conclusion. It was 
the aim. si universal belief of the 
people who lingered in (he court room 
that this meant 
acquittal for Paul 


Harris. 


After 
the jury's 
announcement, 


counsel for the. State which had re- 
mained in the court room 
admitted 


that this development looked like an 
acquittal for the defendant. 


It was the general opinion yester- 


day that the case of the State was 
not strong enough to convict and that 
the jury would likely 
acquit Paul 


Harris or would disagree. 


The suspense of the brief period 


between the time the jury announced 
it had arrived at a verdict and the 
time it was read in open court was a 
trying one for relatives and friends 
of Paul Harris. A few of the women 
of the party that had been clustered 
about Paul Harris during the trial 
began to sob out of pure anxiety, al- 
though they realized that an early 
verdict was favorable to their rela- 
tive.

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Toledo, O., June 6.—After a fierce 


fight on the floor of the convention, 
Governor Judson Harmon's organiza- 
tion forced the unit rule through the 
Democratic state convention here bj 
a vote of 597 to 335. The nineteen 
delegates elected by districts at the 
state primaries for Woodrow Wilson 
were instructed to vote as a unit with 
the twenty-three Harmon delegates 
elected from the districts. 
The six 


votes for delegates-at-large were divid- 
ed among twelve Harmon supporters 
with a half vote each, thus giving Har- 
mon a solid delegation to the Balti- 
more convention. That the nineteen 
Wilson delegates will not stand by the 
ruling of the convention, however, was 
admitted by Mayor Newton D. Baker 
of Cleveland in the following state- 
ment: 


"The convention adopted the unit 


rule by a majority vote. The court ol 
last appeal is the convention at Balti- 
more. The appeal will be taken and 
the primary law vindicated by the 
highest authority in the party." ' 


Mayor Baker led the Wilson men in 


the fight against the unit rule. 


FIRED INTO CROWD 


Belgian Troops Take a Stern Hand in 


Political Riots. 


Brussels, June G.—While the gov- 


ernment is asserting that the reports 
of disturbances have been greatly ex- 
aggerated and that order will he re 
stored in a short time, the outbreaks 
occasioned by the defeat of the demo- 
cratic parties by clericals in the elec- 
tions on Sunday continue in various 
places. Among the cities affected by 
riots are Liege, Antwerp, Ghent and 
Vervies. 


A great amount of damage was sus- 


tained in Liege, where several persons 
were injured when the troops fired 
Into a threatening crowd.

And Legality of Gravel Road Law May 


Be Tested. 


Noblesville. Ind., June 6.— In sup- 


port of the remonstrances containing 
138 names which they filed some time 
ago against the proposed Indianapolis- 
Noblesvilte road in their township, one 
hundred taxpayers of Delaware town- 
ship, Hamilton county, appeared be- 
fore the commissioners. 
The board 


sustained the remonstrances and dis- 
missed the petition, thus killing the 
improvement in that township unless 
the case is appealed to the circuit 
court and the ruling of the board re- 
versed. It is understood that an ap- 
peal is probable.

agricultural extension at Purdue uni- 
versity, today daring a discussion of 
methods of bettering the county fairs 
of Indiana. 


Agriculturists usually .revert to 


the suggestion that.the aims of the 
societies controlling the county fairs 
are proper, but in the carrying out of 
the plans these aims are lost sight 
of and an entirely variant element is 
permitted to govern their actions. 


Just what this element in and how 


it 'shall be eliminated, are questions 
which should demand the attention of 
every county fair official in the state. 
Only then, says Prof. Christie Trill 
the interests of agriculture be prop- 
erly conserved and the industry of 
the farmer placed on the highest pos- 
sible educational plane. 


"Are the county fairs successful?" 


Professor Christie was asked. •• 


"From the financial standpoint— 


undoubtedly, yes," he replied. "The 
tills of the merchants are run to ov- 
erflowing during many of the fairs of 
the present day, due to the influx of 
purchasers from all over the coun- 
try." 


Professor 
Christie also .believes 


that the county fairs are entirely too 
successful iu another vital respect— 
that of amusement of the visitors. 
The visiting farmers have every op- 
portunity given them, he complains, 
to forget agricultural features of the 
fair aiad seek only an abundance of 
pleasure. "Side shows, fakers, free 
vaudeville attractions, loud mouthed 
ballyhoo men, the 
feminine 
snake 


charmers and the freaks of all the 
ages—all these unite in an effort to 
keep the visitor in a mad, whirling 
surf of hilarity."

sections of the average county fair," 
added Professor Christie. "In many 
cases these seem to be the main por- 
tion of the 'fair.' 
The 'sport of 


kings' has a strong attraction for the 
male visitors, almost as strong as the 
'wriggly sisters and their serpentine 
dances.'" 


In fact, declares the Purdue" agri- 


culturists, many of the fairs become 
little more than horse racing associa- 
tions, supported in part by" the coun- 
ty because of their alleged agricul- 
tural interest, which may consist of 
a meager exhibit, shoved away into 
some obscure corner 
of 
the 
fair 


grounds, to be visited only by a com- 
paratively fev,- of the people it is de- 
signed to reach. 


"An ideal county fair, under per- 


fect conditions of organization," he 
said, "should encourage by means of 
exhibits the production and improve- 
ment of crops, fruits, dairy products, 
live stock, culinary products and ar- 
ticles of'the home—the latter in ap- 
preciation of the pertinent value of 
domestic science to the home happi- 
ness of 
the farmer 
of today. It 


should also obtain for the people in- 


formation, by means of exhibits and 
demonstrations, on soil management, 
crop production, and every conceiv- 
able phase of the daily life of the ag- 
ricultural people. It should create 
an interest in country life among the 
young men and women of the farm, 
offering a valid counter-lure to the 
attractions of the city's gay, white 
lights and should serve as a social 
center where the people of the coun- 
try gather for the consideration of 
the problems which impede their ag- 
ricultural progress. 


"But in the presence of the side 


shows," added the Purdue man, "the 
freaks and the horse racing sched- 
ules, as well, these highly desirable 
results are lost sight of. What little 
opportunity he has for inspection of 
exhibit is cast aside for the visit to 
the exhibits which have been billed as 
'amusements,' and which are 
fre- 


quently more degrading"^ than educa- 
tional. 


"The fault is not with the farmer. 


It is natural for one to seek amuse- 
ment along such lines until an inter- 
est along a more beneficial line is 
created and strengthened."

Washington, June 6.—The Cuban 


situation has advanced one step fur- 
ther toward a third American Inter- 
vention, the government having sent 
marines .into Cuban territory, followed 
by an order to four battleships of the 
Atlantic fleet carrying 1,000 marines 
to proceed at once to Guantanamo. 


These moves were accompanied by 


and in response to the most alarming 
reports of conditions in Cuba. All in-

received in Washington 


from numerous sources realized fears 
previously entertained of the progress 
of the negro uprising. Depredations 
on American property by the negro 
rebels are increasing and Americans 
In Cuba are now demanding that the 
United States afford that protection to 
American interests which the Cuban 
government has failed to provide. 


The 450 marines now on Cuban soil. 


in the Guantanamo district under com- 
mand of Colonel Lucas, are to be used 
at present only as guards for Ameri- 
can sugar estates and other American 
properties. There is no intention of 
using the 1,000 additional marines 
which will be in Guantanamo within 
the next twenty-four hours for any 
other 
purpose. 
Reports that the 


American forces are to take part in 
the pursuit of and attack. upon the 
negroes are false. This work is to be 
left to the Cuban (soldiery. 


What is regarded as one of the most 


sinister phases of the situation in east- 
ern and southern. Cuba, as it has de- 
veloped in the last few days, is the in- 
crease in the number of brutal attacks 
on white women. Four separate in- 
stances of such outrages were report- 
ed in Oriente province, which from 
the first has been the principal field of 
operations of the negroes. In one case 
the home of a former high official of 
the provincial government was en- 
tered by a band of negroes. The fath- 
er and his son were bound by the ma- 
rauders, who then outraged the mother 
and two daughters of the family in 
the presence of the two men.

INTERVENTION NEAR

Havana. June,G.—The majority of

of intervention.

News of unspeakable outrages en

Carbo in the suburbs of Sontiago 
drove the whites mad. Later news 
was received telling of outrages on 
fully white women by negroes in the 
Santiago region. This further stirred 
up the feelings of the whites. All the 
Americans living in the Vedado, the 
wealthy suburb of Havana, are buying 
shotguns and buckshot. 
Many fami- 


lies are coming into the city to lodge 
in the hotels. 


The killing of hundreds of negroes 


in Santa Clara province by the rurales 
has become known among the colored 
men here and elsewhere. They feel 
that their lives are not safe and are 
quitting the towns and joining the 
revolutionists. The senate has passed 
the bill authorizing President Gomez 
to suspend the constitutional guaran- 
tees in the province of Santiago. The 
senate also voted a million dollars for 
Use of the president in organizing and 
maintaining whatever force he may 
teem needful.

Authorities Will Ask Indiana Legisla^ 


ture's Help in Modernizing 


The Statutes. 


HYGIENE 
SCHOOL 
PROPOSED 


Dr. John N. Hurty Will Direct Cam- 


paign to Bring About Higher 


Standards. 


It has become 
known 
that the 


health authorities of Indiana will turn 
practically their entire attention dur- 
ing the coming session of the Indiana 
Legislature toward a fight for the en- 
actment of a statute which will raise 
the basis of public health work iu the 
State to a plane that so far has not 
been reached by any State in the 
Union. An entire rejuvenation of the 
State hygiene work and a 
uniform 


basis of qualifications for public 
health officers, higher than ever be- 
fore, is planned. 


Dr. John IT. Hurty, state 
health 


commisisoner, is the man who will di- 
rect the movements of the campaign 
to bring about a higher standard 
among public health officers in the 
State. The intended bill may not pass 
at the coming session of ihe Legisla- 
ture, but within four years it will be a 
part of the state's health statutes, 
Dr. Hutry declares. 


The proposed statute will central- 


ize the public hygiene work in each 
county and make the State Board of 
Health the guiding power behind the 
activities in all parts of the State. A 
coincident phase of the plans now be- 
ing worked out will be the establish- 
ment of a school of public hygiene in 
connection with the Indiana Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, plans for 
which already have been discussed. 


The new system of health work in 


Indiana as planned will - have 
the 


county health 
official 
in 
complete 


charge of the health work in his dis- 
trict and the city health official will 
be under his direction. Because such

county office, a clause in the statute 
will provide that each county official 
shall have a degree from, some such 
institution for the study of public hy- 
giene in a scientific manner, as is pro- 
posed by the State University plan. 


Some discrimination in the ease of 


city authorities in Indianapolis prob- 
ably will be made in the statute. The 
Indianapolis health work, under its 
present organization, is progressing 
in such a way that there is little room 
for criticism of any sort, according to 
the State health officials, and a clause 
in the proposed statute will eliminate 
cities of more than 100.000 popula- 
tion from the provisions of the act. 


The need of a rejuvenation of the 


health work in many parts 
of 
the 


State has been apparent for several 
years, according to Dr. Hnrty, and he 
and his associates have 
planned 


thoroughly the remedy that is tij make 
Indiana the foremost State in regard 
to public administration, as it is the 
foremost in main- other lines of pub- 
lic health work. 


The proposed statute will hold the 


comity health officer responsible for 
practically each action of the health 
officers in his charge, making the of- 
fice of the county official bear ap- 
proximately the same importance to 
the city and township authorities as 
the State Board of Health now bears 
to the various county officials. 


It is probable that the statute wjll 


elicit much discussion and probably 
some antagonism during the coming 
session of the Legislature because of 
some of the drastic reforms it will 
provide for, but the champion of edu- 
cation of the people and the lawmak- 
ers is to be carried on to the finish. 
regardless of whether the statute 
passes this session or next, the State 
officials declare. 


The lack of uniformity of adminis- 


tration of the health laws in many 
counties is one of fhp chief reasons 
fnr the proposal of Hie new statute. 
Since Indiana has become one of the 
greatest of the American common- 
wealths in the question of collecting 
shitistics on health of the State's 
people the 
need 
for 
scientifically 


minded officials at the head of the 
liMlth work in all divisions of the 
Sfnte has become apparent!

In Accordance With Mr. Taft's Ex- 


pressed Desire the Committee Will 
Admit to Inquisitorial Chamber Rep- 
resentatives of the Various Press 
Associations, That Country May Be 
Kept Advised of the Battle. 


Chicago, June 6.—When the Repub- 


lican national committee assembled to- 
day to take the preliminary steps 
toward hearing and deciding the con- 
tests, the patter of the musketry on 
a battlefield which promises to become 
historic in the Republican party be- 
gan. 
' 


The desultory firing began immedi- 


ately after the arrival of most of the 
members of the Republican national 
committee. Their entrance to the con- 
vention was coincident with the arriv- 
al of Director William B. McKinley of 
the national Taft bureau and of Sen- 
ator Joseph M. Dixon, manager of the 
Roosevelt campaign, and their corps 
of secretaries, etc. McKinley and 
Dixon almost instantly issued bulle- 
tins respectively for Taft and Roose- 
velt. But with the national commit 
teemen on the field, little attention 
was paid to these statements of 
claims and counter-claims. 


The information gathered from the 


most reliable sources is to the effect 
that at today's meeting of the national 
committee it will be demonstrated 
that about thirty-five of its members 
and possibly more will uphold the sub- 
committee of arrangements 
in its 


stand that Senator Elihu Root of 
New York shall be 
the temporary 


chairman of the convention. 
It is 


even stated that thirty-eight members 
of the fifty-three will support Senator 
Root. It was further stated that, in 
view of Colonel Roosevelt's opposition 
to him, there is a movement already 
inaugurated to make Senator Root the 
permanent as well as the temporary 
chairman of the committee. Chairman 
Harry S. New of the sub-committee of 
arrangements had long talks with in- 
fluential and important committeemen 
over the proposition of President Taft 
that newspaper correspondents should 
be present at the hearing of the con- 
tests before the national committee. 
It was apparent that the national com- 
mittee desired acquiescence In Presi- 
dent Taft's wishes, but they pointed 
out that there are nearly 1,000 news- 
paper correspondents on the field at 
this moment. Therefore the commit- 
tee decided to admit only two repre- 
sentatives of each of the several news 
associations.
